Mexico City, Oct. 31.—W ith the elec­ 
tion of General Vlctoriano H uerta and 
General A urelanlo Blanquet alm ost a 
foregone conclusion, according to the 
official returns, the question as to 
w hat W ashington proposes to do is 
keeping the foreign residents and the 
m ajority of Mexicans in a state of 
painful suspense. 
On the surface, at 
least, the adm inistration is giving lit­ 
tle consideration to the subject, seem ­ 
ingly taking the ground th a t the Mexi­ 
can people have declared in favor of 
H uerta’s continuance 
in the presi­ 
dency. 
Although It is openly charged In 
many quarters that it was official 
pressure th a t resulted in to n in g up 
m ajorities for H uerta and Blanquet 
the fact rem ains there is no possibility 
of going back of the returns. 
In view of W ashington’s previous 
representations on the subject the 
next move of the American govern­ 
m ent is aw aited here with no little 
misgiving. 


Americans Ready to Flee. 
Many A m ericans have already pack­ 
ed their portable belongings, prepara­ 
tory to flight, and are facing the neces­ 
sity of leaving th eir household effects 
to fate. 
They express little hope of 
Anding anything left upon their return. 
The inadequate storage facilities are 
already overtaxed and m ost of those 
who contem plate flight expect to leave 
th eir homes 
in charge 
of Mexican 
caretakers, as the only alternative. 
The flight of General Felix Diaz, 
while never arousing great interest in 
the capital, has practically ceased to 
be a subject of comment. 
His candi­ 
dacy was regarded by many Mexicans 
as a m ere incident of the campaign 
and was never taken seriously; his 
flight elim inates him from calculation. 
Federico Gamboa, 
Manuel Calero 
and David de la Fuente appear to have 
conceded their defeat in the face of 
obstacles, alleged to have been found 
In the way of their adherents.

James J. Hill Tells Financiers Con­

Frank A. Vanderlip Opposes Pend­ 


ing Currency Measure. 


Chicago, Get. 31—Jam es J. Hill and 
Frank A. Vanderlip, the speakers at 
the banquet which closed the conven­ 
tion here of the Investm ent B ankers’ 
A ssociation of A m erica each sounded 
a note of warning to the business in­ 
terests of the country. 
Mr. Hill, whose subject was "R ail­ 
road Financing of the Future,” declar­ 
ed that “the country is w aterlogged 
with bonds. 
Confidence cannot be re­ 
stored," he said, "until the name bond 
bas won back som ething of its old 
standard.” 
Vanderlip said th at congress was in 
danger of saddling on the country a 
ruinous policy of flat money. The sen­ 
ate, he said, was hesitating and fear­ 
ful of doing anything 
against the 
wishes of the house. 
Mr. Hill said in 
part: 
"If the true story of all m unicipal 
indebtedness, now concealed 
behind 
various tem porary m akeshifts, so as 
to m aintain an ostensible credit and 
help push out the annual crop of new 
or refunding bonds could be told, it 
would shock the country and give 
pause even to the advocates of un­ 
limited expenditure, 
for public pur­ 
poses. 
"The situation with regard to bonds, 
generally spoken of as ‘industrials,’ 1b 
worse. The field is so large and so di­ 
verse as to defy statistical tabulation. 
H undreds of m illons of bonds have 
been issued to prom ote consolidations, 
these securities being p art of the pur­ 
chase price of the sm aller concerns to 
be united in one big corporation. 


On Undeveloped Property. 
"O ther hundreds of millions have 
been issued against property still to 
be developed, such as mines, tim ber 
lands, irrigated lands, and even ordi­ 
nary real estate, w here many sepa­ 
rate holdings 
are combined 
in the 
hands of an active selling or develop­ 
ing concern. 
"These are of varying degrees of 
soundness; from the bond with prop­ 
erty behind it th a t would fetch face 
value a t a forced sale at any tim e, to 
m ere speculative pledges of a future 
realization or increm ent that 1b little 
better than a guess. 
"Finally, 
there 
Is 
the 
enorm ous 
mass, recorded only locally and be­ 
yond any reliable estim ate in am ount, 
of bonds th at are not, in view of the 
flimsy or insufficient security behind 
them , entitled to be called bonds at 
all." 
Mr. Hill said the place of the share 
of stock has changed little. 
Mr. Vanderlip spoke on the pending 
banking legislation. 
"The fatal de­ 
fect of the Glass bill," he said, "is th at 
it starts the country on an issue of 
flat currency. The notes proposed are 
flat notes. 
They have no reserve 
w hatever provided by the governm ent 
and they are to be loaned w ithout 
lim it to a num ber of banks. 
"T here Is no ease in history where 
a nation has started on an issue of 
flat money th at the result has not been 
a com plete breakdown of the financial 
system of that country."

W ashington, Oct. 31. — [Special.] — 
A djustm ent of postal rates is a puzzle 
th a t rem inds us of the various devices 
th a t have been put upon the m arket 
and which men, wom en and children 
work over by the hour, such as trying 
to get a certain article into a certain 
place. 
The parcel post law has com­ 
plicated the question to some extent. 
The rates seem to be inconsistent. 
It is shown th a t it Is cheaper to ship 
a package in and out of different zones 
than to ship It straig h t through to the 
place of destination. 
It is found that 
new proposals will m ake tile cost of 
circulars 
greater th an ever before. 
The bookmen who are to get in by a 
recent ruling will find the expense too 
g reat on long distance shipm ents. 
In 
fact, there are any num ber of compli­ 
cations th a t need readjustm ent. 
First and Second Class Rates. 
It Is alm ost certain th a t in case there 
is a congressional adjustm ent of the 
third and fourth class rates efforts will 
be m ade to have first and second class 
rates readjusted. 
The advocates of 
one cent postage have been very ac­ 
tive, and they are insisting upon an in­ 
crease of the rate on second class by 
which the new spapers and periodicals 
will have to pay at least 2 cents a 
pound in order to secure the one cent 
rate on first class mail. 
Once congress takes up the subject 
of postage rate adjustm ent no oue can 
tel! where It will end. 
Any m easure 
presented for m aking rates on third 
and fourth class m atter can be made 
to include first and second class and 
not be subject to being ruled out on a 
point of order.
